A METAL thief has been 
banned from scrapyards in 
England and Wales after a 
raid at a West Bromwich 
metal recyclers. 

Craig Airnes has also been 
banned from handling scrap 
metal or any metal object 
more than a kilo in weight, 
unless he has a receipt, after 
being handed a criminal 
anti-social behaviour order. 

The 34-year-old was 
arrested and charged with 
burglary after a break-in at 
JA Williams, Birmingham 
Road, on September 8. 

At Sandwell Magistrates 
Court on Monday, Airnes 
was given a 16-week sus¬ 
pended prison sentence and 
the Crasbo after admitting 
burglary. 

Airnes, from Bearwood, 
but with no fixed address, is 
also banned from entering 
West Bromwich Central, 
Greets Green, The Lyng and 
St Pauls. 

If he breaches the order he 
can be arrested and possibly 
sent to prison.

A SIXTH amateur footballer 
has been charged with 
violent conduct and his club 
fined £210 following what is 
believed to be the first ever 
abandoned game in the West 
Midlands Christian League.

GYM PASSES 10 
FIGHT OBESITY

NEARLY 1,500 Sandwell people with 
weight and health problems have 
been given taxpayer-funded gym 
passes to help them shed the pounds. 

Sandwell Leisure Trust has handed out 12-week 
concession passes and 12-month standard leisure 
passes for its facilities to 1,476 people who were 
referred as needing exercise by their GPs. 


Posters on 
dispersal 
order are 
torn down 

POSTERS informing resi¬ 
dents of a special order 
coming into force on a 
Tipton estate plagued by 
anti-social behaviour were 
ripped down within an hour 
of being put up. 

Police put up about 30 
laminated posters on the 
Lost City estate on Tuesday. 

But Sgt Steph Court said: 
“Some of the posters were 
taken down within an hour. 
We’re not sure if they will be 
put back up because we 
could find ourselves putting 
them up over and over 
again.” 

Officers were sending out 
500 letters to residents on 
the estate informing them of 
the order, which comes into 
force on Monday. 

The order gives police the 
power to move on gangs of 
yobs who have been making 
residents’ lives miserable. 

Roads including Corona¬ 
tion Road, Hall Lane and 
part of St Marks Road fall 
under the order, which will 
remain in place up until 
March 31 next year. 
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The move has emerged in 
the trust’s annual report. 

Helped were obese people, 
those with high cholesterol, 
people whose weight 
increases as a side effect of 
medication, and some who 
have stopped smoking and 
begun eating more. 

A third of adults in 
Sandwell are classed as 
obese - the highest propor¬ 
tion in the Black Country - 
and the borough has the 
worst rate of childhood 
obesity in the region, with 
more than 25 per cent of 
pupils obese by the age of 11. 

Trust spokeswoman 
Catherine Barrett said: 
“GPs and health centres in 
Sandwell have the option to 
refer their patients to the 
scheme if they feel that exer¬ 
cise will be of benefit.” 

Scheme 

Under the scheme, 
patients get an assessment 
and exercise programme. 
They are given a pass which 
gives them half-price use of 
any Sandwell Leisure Trust 
centre for swimming, swim¬ 
ming lessons, fitness and 
gym sessions, and 10 per 
cent off badminton, squash, 
tennis, sauna and steam 
room. 

People not on the scheme 
can buy a 12-month conces¬ 
sionary pass for £5.50 if they 
qualify, which gives 50 per 
cent off swimming lessons, 
fitness classes and the gym 
for 12 months. Standard 
leisure passes are £14.40 for 
12 months which gives 10 
per cent off all sessions.

VISITORS to The Public 
have more than trebled over 
the last three years, accord¬ 
ing to new figures. 

Bosses at the arts centre 
in West Bromwich said they 
were delighted at the success 
of the £72 million venue 
which has been blighted by 
controversy. 

In the 2009/10 financial 
year there were 80,939 visi¬ 
tors to the New Street 
venue. 

This rose to 157,601 in 
2010/11 while last year there 
were 263,501 visitors.

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Museum link road nearing completion 


A LINK road between the Black 
Country Living Museum and 
Dudley Zoo will be completed next 
February. 

Work will then start on a 1,000 
space joint car park for the attrac¬ 
tions, it has been announced. The 
£10 million project to join up the two 
sites has been in the pipeline for 
years and a timescale for work has 
now been drawn up. 


A new joint entrance will be built 
for both sites with a link road as part 
of moves to attract one million visi¬ 
tors a year. 

Council bosses revealed work on 
the car park will begin in April once 
building finishes on the link road, 
which will be accessed from Tipton 
Road. 

The car park, with 100 spaces for 
cars and 22 for coaches, is set to be 


completed in summer 2014. The 
road will run from near the former 
Trading Post premises in Castle Hill 
to the back of the museum in Tipton 
Road. It will also provide access to 
Dudley Canal Trust. 

The plans became a reality when 
a bid for £4.5m of European funding 
was approved last year. And weeks 
ago £600,000 was allocated from the 
Black Country Local Enterprise 


Partnership’s Growing Places fund 
for the car park. Up to 480 jobs are 
expected to be created. 

Meanwhile work on the £6 million 
archives building between the 
museum and zoo in Tipton Road is 
due to be finished in July next year. 

Regeneration chief Councillor 
Shaukat Ali said: “This is a signifi¬ 
cant step towards creating a thriv¬ 
ing tourism destination.”

Expansion 
of school is 
approved 

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
expansion of Rowley Hall 
Primary School has been 
approved. 

The scheme at the school 
in Windsor Road will see the 
creation of new classrooms, 
group teaching spaces, a 
nursery, hall and kitchen.

Howard Searle, prosecuting, 
said. 

Later the same day the 
gang broke into a house in 
Oldbury Road, Warley, while 
the 78-year-old occupants 
were out and took £12,000 in 
cash from a drawer. 

Crowbar 

Police looking for the car 
involved in the earlier dis¬ 
traction burglaries stopped 
the gang’s vehicle nearby. 

They found £9,700 of the 
stolen cash hidden inside 
along with a crowbar that 
was linked to the Oldbury 
break-in. 

Two men were arrested 
and jailed for four years 
eight months, and three- 
and-a-half years, for their 
part in the crimes but 
McGuire escaped on foot. 
The father of five was traced 
to Wrexham and detained on 
July 9 this year. 

McGuire, of Lindfield 
Drive, Bolton, admitted the 
five burglaries. 

Judge John Warner told 
him: “You preyed on old 
people which is a despicable 
thing to do and you cannot 
expect any mercy from the 
courts.”

Hospital 
classes 
plan is 
on hold 

THE principal of a special 
school in Oldbury has said 
plans to create Sandwell’s 
first medical classrooms is 
on ice due to a funding 
shortage. 

There had been a plan to 
create the special class¬ 
rooms at The Meadows 
Sports College for severely 
disabled pupils to be taught 
from the comfort of hospital 
beds. 

But principal Gordon 
Phillips said it would be 
some time before it came to 
fruition. 

“There is no new money 
to develop a medical class¬ 
room at this stage,” he said. 

“There are no immediate 
concerns at present but 
there will be a long-term 
need for an hospital-type 
classroom within 10 years. 

“I have raised this so that 
those responsible for 
funding are alerted and 
should have time to do 
something about it. 

“From past experience 
there is nothing more 
annoying for funders to be 
asked for urgent funds with 
little warning.” 

The classrooms would 
have been built under the 
Building Schools for the 
Future programme that was 
scrapped by the Coalition 
Government. 

Pulling out 
of appeal 
costs £561 

CHIEFS at Sandwell 
Council have billed the 
former boss of an Old Hill off 
licence £561 for withdraw¬ 
ing an appeal against revok¬ 
ing his licence. 

The Costcutter in Hale¬ 
sowen Road, had its licence 
revoked in May when a raid 
uncovered 111 bottles of 
vodka with 10 times the 
legal amount of methanol 
and 74 bottles of bootleg 
whisky with no duty paid. 

Former licence holder 
Abid Ali tried to appeal the 
revocation of his licence.

A SCHEME to remove graf¬ 
fiti from the telecom street 
cabinets has been hailed as a 
success in the Tipton area - 
thanks to the use of a special 
anti-defacement paint. 

The street cabinets used by 
telephone and broadband 
suppliers are often defaced 
with drawings with marker 
pens and aerosol sprays and 
flyposters. 

The council’s development 
management has under¬ 
taken a project that treats 
street cabinets with a special 
coating, which will prevent 
graffiti and fly posting. 

This will be the third batch 
of street cabinets treated in 
the last three years. 

The first and second phases 
involved cabinets in high 
profile locations such as 
gateway sites into the 
borough, town centres and 
major routes. 

“This has been a very suc¬ 
cessful project and it will 
mean that these cabinets 
will remain clean and free 
from the awful graffiti 
which sadly is all too evident 
in some areas,” said Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Jones, cabinet 
member for neighbourhoods 
services. 

“The treatment is an excel¬ 
lent way of preventing graf¬ 
fiti and also stops posters 
from sticking to the cabi¬ 
nets,” he said. 

Old court 
is up for 
sale again 

AN historic court building 
has been put up for sale by 
its owners of less than four 
months. 

The Grade-II listed build¬ 
ing in West Bromwich was 
put up for auction after 
failing to attract a buyer on 
the open market. 

It was snapped up in 
March but the 122-year-old 
town centre building, which 
has the old cells in the base¬ 
ment, was offered up for sale 
again in July through West 
Bromwich agents Bond 
Wolfe. Part or all of the 
building could be available 
for letting, the agents say. 

Bosses at Bond Wolfe say 
the vendor, who bought the 
two-storey courthouse after 
it was put up for auction by 
the Courts and Tribunals 
Service at a £150,000 guide 
price, hope it will go as rental 
investment but will also con¬ 
sider offers to buy.

Residents in 14 nearby 
properties objected to the 
scheme, while an 84-signa¬ 
ture petition was submitted 
to Sandwell Council. 

Objections included fears 
that the redevelopment of 
the tip would be detrimental 
to the health of residents; it 
would mean a loss of open 
space, trees and wildlife, and 
cause traffic problems. 

Privacy 

Residents also feared it 
would affect their proper¬ 
ties, causing loss of light, 
and privacy, and lead to 
more noise and litter. 

Councillor Paul Sandars 
urged the committee to 
reject the appliction. But 
Richard Brown, consultant 
for the applicant, said: “The 
site is suitable...and can be 
developed safely.” 

Recommending approval, 
planning officer John 
Baylay said in a report that 
“the proposed reclamation 
and redevelopment of a 
highly contaminated site is 
to be welcomed”.

Jobless to 
get new 
help with

“The number of children 
who went to our residential 
centres did drop last year, 
but figures for the first three 
months of this year show 
quite an increase in the 
number of trips there, which 
is good.” 

In 2010/11, 5,424 Sand¬ 
well pupils stayed at the 
centres for courses during 
term-time. In 2011/12, the 
number was 5,164. 

Council chiefs approved 
the current charges last Feb¬ 
ruary, increasing them from 
£120 to £132 per pupil, per 
week. 

Last September the 
council scrapped the £60 
subsidy for students on free 
school meals - more than a 
quarter of pupils at the time. 

Councillor Badham 
added: “We’re continuing to 
try to save money and help 
the residential centres to 
make money, so we can keep 
the costs down.”

THE names of seven people killed in First 
World War bombings in Wednesbury have 
been added to the town’s war memorial. 

In the Wednesbury Memorial Gardens, 
off Walsall Street, it was built to pay tribute 
to servicemen who had been killed in the 
two world wars. 

But members of the Wednesbury War 
Memorial Group recently noticed the names 
of six civilians killed during The Great Zep¬ 
pelin Raid in Wednesbury on January 31, 
1916 had been added in error. 


So they decided the other seven people 
killed in the attack should be included too. 
“It was very important for us to pay tribute 
to these civilians,” said researcher Fred 
Barnfield, from the Wednesbury War Memo¬ 
rial Group. 

“We had no real alternative. We could not 
leave a job half done. It had to be complete. 
It was the right thing to do.” 

The Wednesbury war memorial was com¬ 
pleted in 2010 after five years of research. 


Storage

A £5 million self-storage 
facility near the M6 has been 
granted planning permis¬ 
sion.

THE number of people 
reported missing in the West 
Midlands has almost 
doubled in recent years, new 
figures reveal. 

Between 2008 to 2010, 
reports increased from 7,202 
to 13,598. 

The region’s force has 
been testing a new scheme 
that allows officers to use 
their own initiative to make 
a judgement in cases where 
people have been reported 
missing. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Sean Phillips, of the Public 
Protection Unit, said: “The 
trial has gone really well and 
the feedback we have 
received from officers has 
been extremely positive. 

“The overwhelming 
majority have told us that 
the new process has dramat¬ 
ically improved the service 
we are able to provide as it 
helps us ensure we identify 
and allocate the correct 
resources to the most impor¬ 
tant cases.” 

Under the pilot if 
someone calls to report a 
missing teenager the duty 
inspector will make initial 
inquiries. 

If the teenager regularly 
goes missing, to be found at 
a friend’s house, the inspec¬ 
tor can ask the person who 
made the report to check 
with friends and family 
before the person is classi¬ 
fied officially as missing. 

Car park to 
be closed 
by facelift 

VISITORS to a West 
Bromwich park are being 
warned one of its car parks 
will remain closed while the 
next stage of a restoration 
project there gathers pace. 

The latest stage of the 
£6.3 million restoration of 
Dartmouth Park will see the 
paths and lakes improved, 
the construction of a new car 
park and the Dagger Lane 
entrance also restored. 

While the work is done, 
the Reform Street car park 
will remain closed. 

It is not expected to be 
reopened until the project is 
finished, around 12 months 
from now. 

Friends of Dartmouth 
Park Secretary Carol 
Harthill said: “There is 
however plenty of car 
parking on Lloyd Street, 
around Sandwell Valley and 
also some disabled parking 
near the pavilion.” 


Eyesore club is demolished by council 


A FORMER West Bromwich 
social club which fell into disre¬ 
pair after a £1 million overhaul 
failed to materialise, has been 
demolished. 

Sandwell Council took 
control of Millfields club last 
month after a legal wrangle 
with the former owners. Yester¬ 
day bulldozers moved in to 
clear the site in Crookhay Lane. 
The legal action to seize the site 
came after development 


stalled, and the demolition has 
been hailed a victory for resi¬ 
dents who said their lives had 
been blighted by the eyesore. 

Permission to transform the 
site was approved in January 
2005. But, despite the authority 
threatening action to speed up 
work, development was repeat¬ 
edly held up. 

Once the council took hold of 
the site last month the 
borough’s safety boss said the 


priority was securing it. Wel¬ 
coming the bulldozing, ward 
Councillor Olwen Jones said: 
“For several years now this has 
been a blot on the landscape 
and the hard work by residents 
and local councillors has paid 
off. 

“It means that the site will be 
made safe and the use will be 
determined in the near future. ” 

The site was badly damaged 
in a fire seven years ago. 


It was due to be transformed 
into a £1 million club and the 
council served a notice for the 
work to be carried out in May 
2008, but no action was taken. 

The revamp began again in 
February 2010 but developers 
downed tools just three weeks 
later. 

Council bosses have said the 
legal wrangle and demolition of 
the site could cost more than 
£ 100 , 000 .

Struggling school aims 
to become an academy 


A PRIMARY school which 
was placed in special meas¬ 
ures after an inspection by 
education watchdog Ofsted 
this year, is considering 
becoming an academy. 

Galton Valley Primary School in 
Smethwick was placed in special meas¬ 
ures after a critical report from the 
Government inspectors earlier this 
year. 

A monitoring report published has 
said inadequate progress is being made 
since the school was put into special 
measures. However, the school has 
now revealed it is considering academy 
status. 

Negotiations are taking place to 
agree on a sponsor. 

Head teacher Sarah O’Boyle said: 
“The staff are committed to raising 
attainment and we are currently inves¬ 
tigating different organisations to 
support us in the change from a com¬ 
munity school to an academy.” 

The Brasshouse Lane school became 
subject to special measures following 
an inspection in February this year. 

Inspectors then made a monitoring 
visit in July with the report published 
earlier this month. 

Inadequate 

The report said there was still too 
much inadequate teaching and teach¬ 
ing that was no better than satisfac¬ 
tory. But it did highlight the efforts of 
the headteacher to tackle the problems 
at the school. 

The monitoring report stated that 
since the initial inspection in February 
three teachers had resigned. 

It added: “The latest monitoring of 
teaching and learning identifies many 
key weaknesses throughout the 
school.” 

“Some teachers do not check pupils’ 
learning well enough during lessons to 
assess the understanding of individual 
pupils, and then move them on or con¬ 
solidate learning as required.” 

However, the report highlighted that 
the headteacher and senior leadership 
team had begun to tackle the school’s 
many problems.

Louise braves war zone 
to rescue stray animals 


A FORMER woman soldier 
from Wednesbury is braving 
a daily threat of violence to 
run an animal shelter in 
Afghanistan. 

Louise Hastie runs the Nowzad 
Animal Rescue Shelter in the Afghan 
capital Kabul. 

Through Nowzad, a charity, the 39- 
year-old provides food and veterinary 
care to the city’s many unwanted 
dogs, cats and donkeys that are often 
injured and starving. 

Nowzad, established by Royal 
Marine “Pen” Farthing, set up the 
first officially recognised shelter in 
Afghanistan. 

It aims to educate local people on 
the most effective and humane 
methods of caring for animals, and it 
has a neutering programme to reduce 
the numbers of stray dogs. 

Security 

Louise, a former pupil of Alumwell 
Business and Enterprise College in 
Walsall, served as a soldier in both 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Following her tour of duty, she 
returned to the country as a security 
contractor and rescued a cat, Simba. 
She then got in touch with Nowzad to 
help other soldiers to get their 
adopted animals out of the country. 

Last year she started to work full 
time for the charity and manages the 
main shelter in Kabul. 

She said: “Living conditions are 
very basic. Sometimes you have 
power and sometimes not. 

“There is always a very real danger 
of attack, and scary incidents do 
happen, but we get security reports 
from the forces and are vigilant at all 
times.” 

The shelter has 60 dogs and 20 cats 
up for adoption.

Gang-free zone to be 
enforced by the police 


THIS is the part of Tipton 
subject to new police powers 
to move on gangs of yobs 
who have been making resi¬ 
dents’ lives a misery. 

Officers will be able to move on 
groups of two or more young people 
gathering on The Lost City in Tipton 
after a dispersal order was granted, as 
the Chronicle reported last week. 

Roads including Coronation Road, 
Hall Lane and part of St Marks Road 
fall under the order, which comes into 


effect from October 1 and will remain 
in place up until March 31 next year. 

Between 9pm and 6am youngsters 
under 16 found on the streets without 
a parent or responsible adult, can be 
taken back to their homes by the 
police. 

Loitering 

Sgt Steph Court said: “Residents are 
getting fed up of kids hanging outside 
their houses until late at night and 
causing a nuisance.” 

Three teenagers who were causing 
problems were handed anti-social 


behaviour orders last month and offi¬ 
cers had hoped this would deter others. 
But police chiefs decided to apply for 
the order after loitering continued. 

Sgt Court said police had struggled 
to stay on top of the problem because 
they would move youths on who would 
then simply return later that same day. 

Police recently used a dispersal order 
in the Newton area of Great Barr after 
complaints about groups of young 
people congregating outside shops, in 
bus shelters and in parks causing a nui¬ 
sance.

Offenders' 
work saves 
the public 

£ 340,000 


THE probation service in Sandwell is to mark 
40 years of providing community work in the 
area next month. 

In the last year the service has carried out about 55,000 
hours of unpaid labour at sites around Sandwell. That free 
work has saved the borough nearly £340,000. 


The service is now han¬ 
dling 330 people organised 
into 26 work groups. 

They work seven days a 
week on projects for the 
parks service, clearing up 
fly-tipping, and painting 
community buildings. 

It’s known as community 
payback and Sandwell 
manager for the service, 
Martin Walton, said: “We get 
really good feedback from 
the public. 

Develop 

“I often receive letters 
from projects we have 
helped thanking us for our 
work. 

“As well as being an 
onerous and punitive exer¬ 
cise, the service allows 
offenders to develop key 
employment skills.” 

The Stafford and West 
Midland Probation Trust 
works closely with Sandwell 
Borough Council and West 



Midlands Police on a 
number of projects. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services, said: 
“Community payback is a 
very visible way in which 
low-risk offenders carry out 
their community service 
sentence while putting 
something back into the 
community. It’s good for the 
public to see offenders 
‘paying back’. 

“The community projects 
also save the taxpayer hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of 
pounds as it saves having to 
use public money on the 
tasks.” 

On the anniversary of the 
service, October 25, the 
service will set up live 
Twitter feeds to give resi¬ 
dents an insight into what it 
does on a daily basis.

Liquid spill 
sparks alert 

A CHEMICAL alert was sparked 
when a drum was dropped from the 
back of a delivery lorry at a Hale¬ 
sowen firm. 

Fire crews were called to Hayley 
Group in Shelah Road last week 
when a substance was spilled near 
the entrance. 

There were fears that the liquid 
could be hazardous but it turned out 
to be anti-freeze. It was cleared up by 
firefighters and staff at the firm, 
which produces machine parts and 
fluids. 

Jemma McDonald of Hayley, said: 
“The incident involved a supplier’s 
vehicle and the goods were not for us. 
The driver was repositioning some 
stock on his vehicle.” 


Vandals target hundreds of bus 
shelters, leaving bill of £60,000 


THUGS have smashed up 
almost 1,000 bus shelters in 
the Black Country in the past 
year, with more attacked in 
Sandwell than any other area. 

It has cost nearly £60,000 to repair or 
replace them. 

Figures have revealed that 928 of the 
5,004 shelters in Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell, Walsall and Dudley have 
been targeted by vandals in the last 
financial year. 


Transport authority Centro said 
CCTV cameras had helped reduce the 
number of offences but the issue 
remained a big problem. 

Bosses are looking at installing anti¬ 
vandal panels made of perforated steel 
to prevent glass being smashed by 
thugs. 

Figures show 182 shelters were 
damaged in Wolverhampton, 240 in 
Walsall, 276 in Sandwell and 230 in 
Dudley. 

Centro spokesman Steve Swingler 


said: “Vandalism of bus shelters has 
fallen by nearly 80 per cent since we 
started installing CCTV cameras in 
2008. 

“Footage captured by the cameras is 
also regularly used to identify and pros¬ 
ecute culprits. 

“The cameras have been hugely suc¬ 
cessful in curbing this criminal damage 
yet taxpayers are still having to fork out 
more than £155,000 a year across the 
West Midlands because a minority of 
individuals continue to attack facilities 


which are provided for the comfort and 
convenience of the wider community. 

“As such we are working on a number 
of other initiatives such as anti-vandal 
panels made of robust perforated 
steel.” 

Earlier this month video footage was 
released of a group of louts smashing 
bus shelters in Wolverhampton. 

Those images came days after police 
released further CCTV footage of two 
girls smashing windows at Wolver¬ 
hampton bus station with a hammer. 


Decision on 
site is delayed 

A DECISION on plans that would see 
the site of a former pub turned into a 
restaurant and apartments has been 
put on hold. 

Developers want to revamp the 
site of the former New Talbot in 
Hagley Road, Smethwick. 

The pub, which dated back more 
than 100 years, closed about six years 
ago, and has been demolished. 

Edgbaston-based Gill Develop¬ 
ments have submitted plans for the 
scheme. But at a meeting of the plan¬ 
ning committee last week, concerns 
were raised about access and car 
parking. 

A decision on the application was 
deferred for further clarification on 
the points of concern.

Graceful young dancers 
impress on Grand stage 


Swan Lake, 

Wolverhampton Grand 

ENGLISH National 
Ballet visit regional 
theatres to present 
productions with a 
core of professional 
dancers augmented 
by more than 100 
young amateurs from 
the local area. 

They perform an impor¬ 
tant function in giving 
youthful enthusiasts their 
moment in the limelight and 
perform wonders given the 
limited amount of rehearsal 
time with keen but inexperi¬ 
enced children. 

Financial constraints 
means they dance to 
recorded music rather than 
a live orchestra. 

The highest praise I can 
give their production of 
Swan Lake, the best known 
of all the classical ballets, 
was that you didn't need to 
be a relative or friend of the 
young performers to enjoy 
it. 

This was a quality produc¬ 
tion. The young dancers 
from dance schools in the 
Black Country, Stafford¬ 
shire and Worcestershire, 
were well drilled, which was 
essential with up to 70 per¬ 
formers on stage at one 
time. 

On the Grand's medium¬ 
sized stage, so many bodies 
could have been a recipe for 
disaster but there were no 
collisions. Indeed, scenes

that could have been clut¬ 
tered were instead spectacu¬ 
lar and flowed with easy 
grace. 

Not every move was per¬ 
fectly synchronised, there 
was the occasional wobble or 
frown of concentration, and 
the more demanding chore¬ 
ography was kept to the pros. 

Proud 

But there was much 
energy, dynamism and, most 
importantly, gracefulness 
from the young performers. 
Every one of them, girls and 
boys, can hold their head up 


high and feel proud of their 
achievement. 

Partly due to the demands 
of such a huge cast, the Swan 
Lake story about the 
enchanted Odette cursed to 
turn into a swan and 
replaced in the prince's affec¬ 
tions by the sorcerer's looka- 
like daughter Odile, was 
tinkered with. 

Odette (white swan) and 
Odile (black swan), often 
played by the same ballerina, 
became rival ballerinas in a 
Russian ballet company pre¬ 
senting Swan Lake for the 
royal family. 


The choreography was 
inspired by Marius Petipa's 
19th century style and addi¬ 
tional dances included a fun 
stage hands dance, showcas¬ 
ing the boys' abilities, and 
some cute elements for the 
very youngest dancers. 

As for the pros, Julianne 
Rice-Oxley was an elegant 
Odette and Oliver Speers a 
steadfast and strong Prince 
Sergei. Canadian ballerina 
Emma Lister stood out with 
the dynamism of her wicked 
black swan Odile, a villainess 
with verve.

F rom pointy leather bras, to classic Elvis catsuits, 
an Oldbury leather shop has spent past 34 years 
fashioning quirky items to order. 


The Fonz Leather Styles, on Percy Business 
Park in Rounds Green Road, began its life in 
Wolverhampton Street, Dudley, and has moved 
across the Black Country, including having two 
shops at the Merry Hill Centre. 

And John Jahangir, who has run the business as it 
has crossed the region, today looked back on some 
of the more quirky pieces he has been asked to 
create over the years. 

Grandfather-of-five Mr Jahangir, aged 57, and 
who lives, in Birmingham New Road, in Oldbury, 
said he had fashioned “such a collection of all sorts, 
I should have worked in liquorice, not leather”. 

In recent memory, he has finished crafting a 
specialist holster for a gun to order. Around five 
years ago he was also asked to make a red leather 
dog basket to match a Birmingham woman’s 
specially made, matching red leather business suit. 

But many of his unusual projects have involved re¬ 
creating items of music iconography. 

Among them were five different coloured versions 
of Queen legend Freddie Mercury’s jacket for a 
tribute band, which he initially fashioned in yellow, 
from scratch and working solely from a photograph 
and his client’s measurements. 

After creating it in the same shade sported by 
the rock frontman Mercury for £320, Mr Jahangir 
said his customer requested a number of others in 
different shades. He said: “I have had to make so 
many wild things over the years, it was no surprise, 
so I just did my level best and came up with the 
others in different colours.” 

Alongside the item of Queen’s famous wardrobe, 
Mr Jahangir, who employs 35 people, has spent 
many working days fitting Elvis catsuits for 
impersonators and has even created a replica of a 
classic Madonna leather bra, with metal pins and 
spinning tassels. 


He added: “I used to work for a London company 
who asked me to make a bra. I had done a lot of 
work for them so I did not even think to ask whom it 
was for, but I made this bra. 

“The company told me to make the points out of 
chrome and they were only available in batches of 
500 for one bra and I explained that, and they said 
not to worry but to go ahead because the price was 
not important. 

“I saw Madonna wearing something like it in a 
video but of course I could not say it’s one I made 
with any certainty.” 

Fonz Leather also have an in-house tailor for any 
bespoke dream leather coat you wish to have made.

Stoptober 


A national campaign urging Britain’s 8 million 
smokers to quit for a month has been 
launched by the government. 


Stoptober, which will run for 28 days 
from 1 October, is the first time the 
government has launched a “mass 
quit attempt.”

Breaking the addiction is difficult so 
new and innovative campaigns such 
as this are hugely important.” 

Stoptober provides a great 
opportunity to join thousands of 
people in the same situation and ditch 
the cigarettes for good. 

The cost of this campaign is said to 
be in the region of about 2m. 


It costs the NHS over 2.7bn a year, over 
1,200 people are admitted to hospital 
every day as a result of smoking, so 
this is an enormous killer.

An intelligent new entry 
in the espionage genre 


M elissa George has certainly 
come a long way from the 
picturesque sand dunes of 
Summer Bay and Alf Stewart’s 
kindly lectures. 

The Amityville Horror, Derailed 
and a decent stint in the always- 
loved Friends provided starring 
roles for her; but when can the 
actress finally breathe a sigh of 
relief and be in no doubt that she’s 
really hit the big time? When her 
talents secure her the lead role in a 
gritty BBC espionage drama like 
Hunted (Thursday, BBC1,9pm), 
that’s when - and so we’re about to 
see a whole lot more of this 
brilliantly talented actress. 

Here, she crops up as Sam 
Hunter, an operative for the elite 
private intelligence and security firm 
Byzantium. She’s had something of 
a hard life; while assigned to a 
mission in Tangier, someone tried to 
kill her, and not knowing where to 
turn, she retreated to a remote 
location to retrain. 

A year down the line, and she’s 
fighting fit and ready to return to 


work, but she’s not greeted with 
cards and flowers; suspicion and 
mistrust more like - where has she 
been all this time? That’s the 
question on the lips of her former 
secret lover Aidan Marsh. 

Her bosses are equally as wary 
of her, but they have more 
important matters to attend to; they 
need Sam to infiltrate a family 
headed by millionaire Jack Turner, 
a man with a criminal past and 
who has a vested interest in 
Byzantium’s secret client. 

The premise alone gives a firm 
nod in the direction of fellow BBC 
spy drama, Spooks, so for those of 
you who have been needing a fix 
since that came off air some time 
ago, fill your boots.

SUVs have a lot going for them 


DON’T be so hard on the big SUV. 
There may be a few individuals 
who buy one because they think 
it makes them look important, or 
because it is the favoured trans¬ 
port of some Premiership foot¬ 
ballers, but ignore them. 

The reality is that a full-size SUV is pos¬ 



sibly the most practical car that money can 
buy. 

They’re big, comfortable, versatile and 
luxurious. 

It’s the kind of purchase you make and 
spend every single day being pleased with 
yourself for. 

The reality is though that there are only 
a handful that truly qualify as large - seven 
seats as standard is a must in other words. 

This is why the Mercedes-Benz 
GL-Class has to be on your short¬ 
list. 

First introduced to the UK back 
in 2008, a heavily revised version 
has been announced with sales in 
this country planned for early 
next year. 

If you were familiar with the old 
car then you should spot the new 
GL across a crowded car park, but 
the changes are significant, and 
for the better. 

It has a much cleaner look all 
round, with smoothed-out 
bumpers, the family face and 
sharper creases down the sides. 
There’s no hiding the fact this is a 



big car but you don’t wander up to it with 
a sense of fear: smart design means the 
new GL has presence but won’t intimidate. 

Choose the right model and you can have 
a contrasting colour for the front spoiler 
and sill trims; it’s a subtle addition but a 
remarkably effective one. 

Comprehensive 

You take a half-step up into the driver’s 
seat to be greeted by a cabin that is clear, 
comprehensive in its offerings and gener¬ 
ous with its luxury. 

You sit high of course, not precariously 
so but with a fantastic view of what’s 
ahead. 

The layout of the dashboard is familiar 
Mercedes, as is the quality, so it’s pretty 
straightforward to control all the systems 
and the feeling of luxury is unquestionable. 

Features like the part-wood steering 
wheel might sound excessive but it is these 
small touches that give an S-class experi¬ 
ence. More than anything, however, it is 


the driving that could lead you to believe 
you are ensconced in a luxury saloon. 

For starters, the level of refinement is 
first rate. 

Whether you go for petrol or diesel 
power at low to middling cruising speeds, 
the engine is virtually silent, wind noise is 
well suppressed and despite their size, the 
wheels only transmit a faint rumble. 

Add into that the superb ride quality 
delivered by the revised air suspension 
system and you have a seriously comfort¬ 
able car for you and your passengers - it 
could easily perform limousine duties for 
those needing something a little tougher. 

The GL’s seven seats don’t present the 
usual problems: an electric folding system 
means you can raise or lower the second 
and third rows with the briefest push of a 
button. 

It may be comfort-biased, but the GL is 
far from being an automotive pudding. 

For starters, the steering is light and 
accurate, offering more than sufficient feel 
to deliver comfortable cruising and confi¬ 
dent cornering. 

The air suspension in standard form is 
well judged, but the optional set-up adds 


active anti-roll bars which are genuinely 
effective and create a scarcely-believable 
cornering experience almost completely 
without body roll. 

In the UK, the most popular version will 
inevitably be the GL350 CDi, which offers 
up 190hp and 620Nm of torque, all deliv¬ 
ered through the smooth seven-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission. 

There is ample torque available from low 
revs and the GL350 CDi simply gets on 
with the job. 

Under full acceleration such is the lin¬ 
earity of the delivery that it almost feels 
languid, but the 0-62mph time of 7.9 
seconds tells no lies - particularly remark¬ 
able when you consider the GL350 can 
manage 192g/km and beat forthcoming 
EU6 emission regulations. 

The GL is the kind of car that could 
easily stay in your life for years simply 
because you know it can handle whatever 
you throw at it, the bonus being that it is 
also very desirable in its own right. 

But if you have the means, treat yourself 
to the blockbusting AMG version...

On Saturday, another finely-balanced 
clash was decided in the Baggies’ favour 
when substitutes Graham Dorrans and 
Long chiselled Romelu Lukaku’s second- 
half match-winner out of the deadlock. 

Recovery 

Too much can be made about substitu¬ 
tions, but these decisive impacts off the 
bench are not without significance in the 
continuing story of West Bromwich Albion, 
a growing Premier League club. 

Clarke now has a depth of talent at The 
Hawthorns which his opposite number in 
the battle of the West Midlands next week 
would envy - and it is paying dividends. 

Let us not forget that Saturday’s impor¬ 
tant recovery result after the downturn at 
Fulham was achieved while the team’s most 
potent game-changer of the last two years, 
Odemwingie, was a spectator in the media 
seats because of suspension. 

This thickening seam of resource means 
Albion don’t drop players any more. They 
rest them. Clarke was able to take on this 
challenge with Long, who has now emerged 
as the team’s most effective ‘leader of the 
line’, making way for the emerging Lukaku. 

His delight on scoring the game’s only 


goal after 71 minutes said everything about 
how much it meant to him; the potential of 
his game, raw but undoubtedly monstrous, 
raises questions about how on earth Chelsea 
concluded they could do without him. 

Lukaku looks five years short of being 
another Didier Drogba, which means that 
even now, at 19, he is a scary enough 
prospect for defenders. He has pace, 
strength, power and no mean technical 
ability and the Baggies fans are taking to 
him big-time. 

It is just a little surprising that fewer than 
24,000 turned up to see the team climb to 
such lofty heights in the world’s most cele¬ 
brated domestic league. 

Of course, these are demanding economic 
times for everyone but that is an attendance 
which explains why expanding The 
Hawthorns has not been a straightforward 
decision, especially at a club which tries to 


factor into its pricing strategy the commu¬ 
nity’s financial hardship. 

The Baggies fans who were there did not 
witness a vintage performance, but this only 
adds another important entry into the 
team’s Premier League ledger - winning 
without playing anything like your best is a 
key ingredient for any successful team. 

Albion were guilty of playing without due 
care and attention for long periods and 
almost paid the penalty in lost points. 

From the outset, they bore the look of a 
side which knew it had the measure of 
newly-promoted Reading and, at times, 
rather indulged themselves. 

But make no mistake - this was a game 
Albion always had under their command 
even if they were never out of third gear. 

They had it within them to construct 
more threatening forays towards the 
Reading keeper who became the latest

day experience at The Hawthorns. 

His best efforts both denied James Morri¬ 
son. A finger-tip full-stretch save after Mor¬ 
rison had been played in by a gloriously 
disguised Zolta Gera pass came early in the 
game before an even better effort to clutch a 
stinging volley from the edge of the area. 

Jonas Olsson’s header hit the woodwork 
and Albion fans began to wonder whether 
their team’s seemingly indifferent mood 
would squander points. And that’s where 
Clarke now has the luxury of sending in 
players with the real ability to change 
things. Dorrans for Gera, Long for Morri¬ 
son. The pair did for Reading. 

Dorrans picked out his fellow sub with 
precision and Long had the freshness in his 
spring to head the ball into Lukaku’s path. 
The left-foot shot was one too many for 
McCarthy to deal with.

In the first race he was forced to 
use the harder compound rear tyre, to 
try to ensure it would last the 18 laps. 

But he suffered a lack of grip from the 
rear tyre and was unable to make much 
progress through the field and brought 
the machine home in 21st. 

After analysing the data from the race, 
Quigley opted to use the softer com¬ 
pound rear tyre in the second race. He 
made a better start, moving up to 20th in 
the early stages. 

As the race developed the tyre began 
to go off and he could do nothing to 


prevent himself slipping back and once 
more finished 21st. 

“It’s been a tough weekend for us,” 
Quigley said. “In the first race I had a 
problem with the bike backing-in to 
corners. We discovered a problem when 
looking through the data afterwards but 
we weren’t sure whether the harder tyre 
was also to blame. 

“We opted to go for the softer tyre in 
race two and it worked well in the early 
stages. I was able to make up some 
positions and really push on, but then 
the tyre went off towards the end and I 
just slipped back through the field.”
